On Tax Slash 


Easing Of Individual, 
Firm Loads Wanted 


WASHINGTON (JU — An ll per 
cent cut in individual income taxes 
and elimination of the excess prof­ 
its tax on corporations will be pro­ 
posed as soon as the new Congress 
convenes next month, Rep. Daniel 
A. Reed *R-NY) said today. 
Reed is in line to become chair­ 
man of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which originates all 
revenue measures. 
His proposal calls for a reduction 
of slightly more than 5 per cent 
in individual income taxes next 
year and a similar reduction in 
1954, for a total cut of about ll 
per cent. 
The 1951 tax bill raised individual 
rates by IO to ll per cent. The in­ 
crease will expire automatically 
Dec. 31, 1953, unless Congress 
orders otherwise. The excess prof­ 
its tax is due to go off the books 
next June 30. 
Reed said he anticipates biparti­ 
san support for his bill, which he 
called “the first step in the Repub­ 
lican tax and spending reduction 
program.** 
He said the incoming Republican 
administration is aiming for "dras-j 
tic curtailment of unnecessary gov­ 
ernment waste, a balancing of the 
budget and a cutback in the bur­ 
densome taxes which are seriously 
jeopardizing our nation’s econo­ 
my.” He said tax relief "must start 
where it will be most beneficial— 
with the people."

The next fortune teller who peers 
into a client’s palm, mutters in­ 
cantations over tea leaves or feels 
a sucker’s noggin to read his char-i 
acter will have to pay $200 for the 
privilege. 
City Council fixed the license fee j 
in 
legislation 
enacted 
Monday 
night, apparently aimed at dis­ 
couraging roving bands of gypsies 
that have hit other cities in the 
tri-state area recently, but so far 
haven’t turned up in East Liver­ 
pool. 
The license 
covers character 
reading, tea reading and phrenol-,i 
ogy, which Webster says is "the 
study of the conformation of the 
skull as indicative of mental facul­ 
ties.”

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A Thumb In The Eye 


The best description of the Communist con­ 
spiracy’s tactics likens it to a burglar trying 
the doors in a hotel corridor. 
Moscow is waging a non - selective war of 
extermination. Its orders are to destroy at 
random fa t the sake of hurting civilization. 
It needs no special motive for jabbing its 
thumb in the human eye. Its destiny as con­ 
ceived by its modem leaders, who learned 
revolution at the knees of the nihilists, is to 
wipe out everything and start over. 
When the world has been destroyed by Com­ 
munists. they will rebuild it to suit themselves. 
History, ethics, a r t economics 
all the knowl­ 
edge of mankind — will fit the specifications 
of the Kremlin. 
Naturally, the most logical way to destroy 
is to attack at the weakest place. 
Here is the most neglected aspect of the 
cold war — die importance of guarding the 
weakest place in the non-Communist world 
while learning where it is in the Communist 
world and assailing it furiously and unrelent­ 
ingly. 
Does the United States have a Negro prob­ 
lem in its cities and southern states? Attack 
there. Attack the economic inequalities which 
plague all societies but must be called to the 
attention only of malcontents in capitalist so­ 
cieties. 
Stir the racial issue in South Africa. Badger 
the colonial powers in Southeast Asia. Destroy 
confidence in French republicanism. Give labor 
unions a black eye by using them as Red 
fronts. Keep the British 
at 
one 
another’s 
throats. 
Organize a bonus march in Washington. Start 
a hopeless war in Korea. 
Stage a street 
laughter in Tokyo. Blow up an ammunition 
train in East Germany. Blow up n workman’s 
house in a strike. Encourage mankind to de- 
ftroy itself with fear, anger, prejudice and 
uncertainty. 
Drive for the jugular, as that New Deal 
fellow used to say in America. Be merciless, 
unscrupulous and tireless. Kick your opponent 
While he’s down. 
That’s the cold war. 
America is still so busy guarding its weakest 
points that it has been able to spare only a 
token sum so far to learn where Russia’s 
weakest points are. 


Ambassador Aldrich 


Addition of Winthrop W. Aldrich to the list 
of Americans who have represented their gov­ 
ernment in England will mark a return to 
banking influence in Anglo-American relations. 
Mr. Aldrich, who is perhaps the most in­ 
fluential banker of the day, will remind the 
British of Charles G. Dawes and Andrew W. 
Mellon, the two U.S. ambassadors named by 
Herbert Hoover for the coveted post in London. 
Since then, the U.S. ambassador with the 
longest service in London has been John G. 
Winant, who was about as far from familiarity 
with money as a Yankee can get and still 
maintain self-respect. But even under the New 
and Fair Deals, Winant was an exception to 
the rule that it takes a man of means to 
uphold the prestige of the former colonies at 
St. Jam es’s. 
Robert W. Bingham, Joseph P. Kennedy, 
Oliver Max Gardner, Lewis WT. Douglas and 
W’alter S. Gifford were the others. Gifford was 
a Republican when appointed and Douglas be­ 
came an anti-Fair Dealer on the job. But the 
others were all bona fide Democrats through­ 
out their tenure and never, except for W’inant. 
had to give ground on financial matters. All 
were successful private capitalists. 
In an older day. possession of wealth was 
not considered indispensable in service at the 
Court of St. Jam es’s. James Russell Lowell 
represented America; so did Washington Irving 
for a brief time. 
But in a time of heavy dependence on Ameri­ 
can productivity, perhaps it is essential that 
the British should be reminded that dollars do 
not grow on Christmas trees. They come from 
the efforts of capitalism—private capitalism. 
as distinct from state capitalism. 


Victory For No One 
rn 
Sometimes it seems foolish to pay attention 
to election results in places like the Saar, un­ 
til it’s remembered that American men have 
been killed and mained because Saarlanders 
voted the wrong way. 
In 1935, they voted to gang up with Adolf 
Hitler. That gave him the steel production he 
needed and World W’ar II with its casualties 
and destruction became a dead certainty. 
Last Sunday, they voted without enthusiasm 
and with considerable bitterness to remain with 
France. The vote means nothing. This time 
there was no Hitler. The Saarlanders merely 
agreed to remain where they are, in the ab­ 
sence of somewhere to go which would yield 
greater benefits. 
Circumstances have made political black­ 
mailers of this handful of coal miners and 
steel workers in the heart of Europe. There is 
no more compelling reason for Europe to settle 
its differences and unify for its common protec­ 
tion. 
Saar coal and steel should cease to be for 
sale at the ballot box every time a new war is 
in prospect.

Do 
we 
send men to prison 
to correct them 
or to punish them? Do we expect 
them to come out of prison better 
men or worse men? 
If we want to punish them, then 
why the pretense of humanity? 
If we seek to cure them of evil, 
to restrain their passions, to cor­ 
rect their infirmities, why do we 
surround them with an environ­ 
ment which over the centuries has 
been proved to increase crime? 


THE ANSWERS to these ques­ 
tions have generally been futile. 
For instance, what advantage to 
society has it ever been to throw 
young men who have erred into 
the enforced company of homo­ 
sexuals and narcotics users and 
pushers? 
It 
seems 
a 
costly, 
corrupt­ 
ing process both to the prisoner 
and to the taxpayer, who pro­ 
vides first for the care of a mis­ 
taken youth and later when he has 
become a corrupted, even an in­ 
corrigible man. 
Walter Wanger is trying to tell 
this to the world after his experi­ 
ence in prison, but few will listen, 
for they say the prisoner deserves 
what he gets, which is not always 
true and beside the point when 
you and I are paying for it in 
constantly increasing taxes. 


THE RISE of crime 
in 
this 
I country is 
seriously 
frightening, 
but it touches directly few per­ 
sons. Robberies, burglaries, pick­ 
pocketing, 
prostitution, 
we 
put 
down to the wickedness of man 
and forget about them. 
Then occurs a horrible murder 
and that shocks a little, but as 
! we have drenched our minds with 
murders on the radio and as we 
t read and enjoy murders in maga­ 
zines and in those glazed books 
that are sold on newsstands, we 


I can take a few in the news. 
Even the distressing accounts of 
the pushing of narcotics among

P R E V E N T I V E 
criminol­ 
ogy, however, can begin in the 
prison if intelligence is applied to 
the mental and moral character 
of the offender, particularly the 
first offender. 
Among my earlier jobs was a 
sort of press agent for a com­ 
mittee on prison labor. 
I steeped myself in prison data 
and lore for some years, only to 
reach the conclusion that little can 
be done unless some university 
undertakes to train prison wardens 
and other officials down to the 
turnkeys, as W’est 
Point 
trains 
lieutenants to become generals. 
The wardens I encountered more 
than 30 years ago were politicians 
who got jobs to keep men under 
lock and key. and disturbances 
out of the newspapers. 


THE ESSENTIAL problems are 
medical and psychiatric, but the 
law has not caught up to that. 
Nor has the law caught up to the 
economic fact that if the prison 
worsens the prisoner, so that he 
becomes 
a 
chronic 
criminal, 
habituated to the trade of abus­ 
ing his fellow man and even en­ 
joying it, the cost to 
the 
tax­ 
payer grows as he becomes worse. 
in those early days, when I was 
working my way into and through 
college and acting 
as 
a 
press 
agent for this committee, I needed 
a tutor to help me over a few 
bumps. 
So. 
I 
encountered 
a 
former convict who was a man 
of learning and culture, a linguist 
and a musician. 
He had pulled a fast one. got 
caught and went to prison where 
he served as 
a 
librarian 
and 
tutored the warden’s children. 
When he came out, he never 
could get any kind of a job and 
had to live by his wits. He be­ 
came a politician. He earned his 
way 
irregularly. 
He 
somehow 
managed until he died. 
Most convicted persons become 
repeaters 
because 
they 
cannot 
find jobs. A job is the first step 
in rehabilitation.

Deep in the sanctum of his New 
York headquarters Gen. 
Eisen­ 
hower talked to the most outspoken 
chap he has yet faced. And Ike 
got some- out­ 
spoken answers 
as t h e Presi­ 
dent-elect of the 
U.S. faced the 
president - elect 
of t h e Ameri- 
c a n Federa­ 
tion of Labor, 
the ljusky 58- 
year - old real­ 
ist, 
G e o r g e 
Victor Riesel 
Meany. 
Gen. Eisenhower h a s not yet 
decided on a Secretary of Labor. 
He asked Meany for suggestions. 
You get a m e a s u r e of the new 
AFL chief from his reply: 
“General, appoint some one from 
labor’s ranks if you can,** Meany 
said, “but if you can’t then don’t 
appoint a college professor or a 
professional politician.’’ 
The g e n e r a l laughed. T h e y 
parted friends. Meany entrained 
for Washington and a few days 
later became the fourth president 
of the AFL. 
A few hours after he took office 
he invited the CIO to come on in 
and be part of one giant labor fed­ 
eration of 15.000.000 members. 


BITT MAKE no mistake. George 
M e a n y, like Winston Churchill, 
hasn’t become president of the 
AFL “to dissolve the empire.’’ 
Anyone — be it John Lewis or the 
CIO — will have to join the AFL. 
not ask it to merge and create a 
new outfit. 
Meany is in the tradition of old 
Sam Gompers. a human fellow 
who likes his music, dancing, and 
sports — but who will make the 
c o u n t r y jump with organizing 
drives to build the AFL into an all 
powerful federation. 
He will not compromise with any 
CIO plan to create an organiza­ 
tion which permits the CIO to re­ 
tain its identity inside the AFL. 
He will not bow to John L. Lewis, 
whom he has reason to hate. 
Meany well r e m e m b e r s that 
back in 1937 he led a joint AFL- 
CIO delegation in all humility to 
John L.’s office. John then w a s 
the torch-bearing president of the 
new’ and embattled CIO. 
The committee had d r a w n up 
proposals for reuniting both or­ 
ganizations for a combined assault 
on the giant industries. M e a n y 
handed L e w i s the written pro­ 
posals. 


LEWIS SAID not a word. There 
was one of those overbearing Lew- 
isian silences as John L. strode 
over to the floor-to-ceiling window*. 
He stared onto the street for a 
while. 
T h e n with Wagnerian motions. 
he strode back to his d e s k and 
without glancing at the document, , 
ripped it to shreds. 
That ended “ unity” for a while, j 


Lewis went back into the AFL — 
alone. And IO years, a l m o s t to 
a day after the scene in his office. 
Lewis stalked to the San Fran­ 
cisco convention platform ot t h e 
AFL. 
The rest of the AFL leaders w ire 
headless men, Lewis shouted. They 
had just “necks with hair grown 
over.” And the convention w a s 
quiet — except for Lewis’ cheering 
men packing the galleries. 
Suddenly a husky figure jumped 
to the platform. It was G e o r g e 
Meany. The words exploded in that 
huge civic auditorium. 
Lewis had better know his place, 
Meany roared. It was Lewis who 
had let the Communists into t h e 
labor movement, Meany charged. 
Lewis was the “comrade of com- 


j rades,” Meany said.. 


LEWIS QUIVERED. I know. I 
was at the table nearest the floor 
mike Lewis lunged for. To steady 
himself he reached for my shoulder 
for support. 
There was no Shakespearian mel­ 
lifluousness in Lewis’ retort that 
day. He was defeated that time. 
The next day John L. was in the 
h o s p i t a l . Meany had s h o w n 
strength. 
It isn’t that Meany now is the 
strong man of American labor. It’s 
just that the powerful AFL. with 
over 9.000.000 members and vast 
treasuries, has at its head a man 
with guts. 
His life has been the AFL. He 
loaths the dilettantes, the theorists. 
Yet when such AFL vice-presidents 
as Dave Dubinsky and Matt Woll 
sat with him to discuss the sophis­ 
try. cynicisms and infiltration 
of 
world Communism, the ex-plumber 
threw his power behind the crea­ 
tion of the now famous world anti­ 
communist network, the Interna­ 
tional Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions. 
^ 
When he went to Europe not too 
long ago. he saw for himself the 
softness of Communism. He saw 
the “neutralism” of some of the 
foreign unions who had joined with 
the AFL in this world federation. 
He returned and warned all labor 
leaders across the world the AFL 
would fight alone if necessary, but 
there’d be no softness, no united 
front with neutralists in this global 
struggle. 
Now he is the new president of 
the AFL. chosen quickly even as 
the CIO debates furiously the selec­ 
tion of a president for itself. 
CIO leaders fear that failure of 
the leaders of the two giant CIO 
unions, to agree, will split it in­ 
ternally for years. 
Even if it heals its wounds, it 
faces a united AFL led by a man 
made of the same stuff that made 
the old giants. 
The AFL is rolling. If the CIO 
doesn’t join up. the AFL will try to 
roll right over it. Just watch.

Richard M. Nixon, vice presi­ 
dent-elect, could make a lot of 
money in the next four years. He 
could make speeches for big fees 
just as Vice President Barkley has 
done. But the man who r a n on 
the ticket with Gen. Eisenhower 
has decided that he never will ac­ 
cept any honorarium for speech- 
making while he is vice president 
and he has already canceled en­ 
gagements for next winter which 
were made before he was nomin­ 
ated. 


Mr. Nixon also could collect a 
good deal of money from libel 
suits. For no man was so clearly 
libeled as he was during the re­ 
cent campaign by those who pub­ 
licly questioned his financial in­ 
tegrity and his honesty. 
The vice president-elect,— how­ 
ever, has determined not to en­ 
gage in libel suits, for he believes 
in the widest kind of expression 
during 
a 
political 
campaign, 
though there are still two or three 
flagrant cases of damage done 
him which are under considera­ 
tion by his attorneys and may have 
to be brought to trial. 
It took real courage for Sen. 
Nixon to “close the book” the day 
after he appeared on television 
and to refuse to engage in debate 
with those who were trying ma­ 
liciously to draw him into a con­ 
tinuous discussion of his personal 
affairs. 
He came to the conclusion that 
the main purpose of the opposi­ 
tion was to keep alive the issue 
of the “special fund” and thus di­ 
vert attention from the main is­ 
sues of the campaign. 


Pointing out to the vice presi­ 
dent - elect, however, that there 
were many people who actually 
believed some of the dispatches 
about him published in reputable 
newspapers and who have conse­ 
quently formed an erroneous im­ 
pression of him. this correspond­ 
ent prevailed on the senator to 
permit an examination of all his 
yicome-tax returns of the last sev­ 
eral years, especially since it was 
charged that Gov.

I income-tax returns but gave 
a 
summary of the essential facts to 
a New York Times correspond­ 
ent. 
This writer now has carefully 
examined every item in the in­ 
come-tax returns of Sen. Nixon for 
the last five years beginning with 
the calendar year 1947, which was 
the first year he paid income 
taxes after his return from war 
service. 
It is possible now to disclose 
that agents of the Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue assigned to exam­ 
ine these same returns did so dur­ 
ing the campaign, and reported 
to an attorney in the Department 
of Justice a week or so before the 
election that there wasn’t a thing 
wrong with them. There were no 
sources of income other than those 
cited in Sen. Nixon’s radio - tele­ 
vision speech. 
If there had been, the Demo­ 
cratic administration which h a s 
regularly leaked out confidential 
or “top secret” information to the 
press when it suited its purpose 
would have leaked out the dam­ 
aging facts. 


This correspondent is able, after 
an examination of Sen. Nixon’s 
income-tax returns, to make the 
following categorical statements; 
First, the only income was from 
Sen. Nixon’s salary in Congress, 
interest on government b o n d s , 
fees for public speaking and the 
I proceeds of some legal work done 
before he came to Congress. 
Second, in every year, beginning 
in 1947, Sen. Nixon paid out of 
his own pocket — and continued 
to do so after the 
so - called 
Smjth Fund was raised — sums 
ranging from $1,200 to $1,700 a 
year for his office expenses in ex­ 
cess af the $2,500 allowance given 
by law to members of Congress to 
pay office personnel. Not a dollar 
of the “special fund” raised by 
Dana Smith was used for personal 
expenses or for his family bud­ 
get, nor was Sen. Nixon relieved 
of his own annual expense for of­ 
fice work after the Smith Fund 
came into being in 1950. 
Third, the gross income of Sen. 
Nixon before any deductions for 
tax purposes for the year 1947 was 
$11,458. For 1948 it was $13,100. 
For 1949 it was $14,223. For 1950 it 
was $12,728, and for 1951 it was

larger than other years because of 
i a lecture tour and other speaking 
engagements. No fee for a single

Apart from the data about in­ 
come-tax returns, this correspond­ 
ent has also obtained the follow­ 
ing information which rebuts the 
principal canards distributed dur­ 
ing the campaign about Sen. Nix­ 
on; 


1 — Sen. Nixon never saw the 
list of persons who contributed to 
the “special fund” of $18,000 raised 
by Dana Smith to help the senator 
win re-election. When the names 
were made public last September, 
Sen. Nixon found that he had a 
personal acquaintance with only a 
third of the 78 who did contribute. 
He knew that Mr. Smith’s letter 
of solicitation had been sent to 
hundreds of Californians who had 
been contributors in his previous 
campaigns for Congress, but he 
had heard only names of a few 
who did contribute. 
2 — Sen. Nixon personally never 
telephoned or visited any govern­ 
mental agency in behalf of these 
constituents or any others. He left 
all such contacts to his office as­ 
sistants in the same way that 
many other members of Congress 
do. 
3 — Sen. Nixon never received 
any fees from the current prac­ 
tice of the law firm with which he 
had been connected and d i d re­ 
ceive from this firm only a small 
sum as the proceeds of estates due 
him for work performed before he 
went to Congress. 
4 — During the campaign Gen. 
Eisenhower was told that his aides 
could have access to any of Sen. 
Nixon’s income - tax returns or 
personal papers. 
5 — Sen. Nixon never had any 
correspondence with any member 
of the “special fund” about the 
fund, and if any of them wrote to 
him on other matters — as a very 
few did — they were treated as all 
other constituents were treated. 


6 — The 
so-called 
Christmas 
cards were acknowledgments and 
greetings to persons who had work­ 
ed in or contributed to previous 
political campaigns, and this item 
of anticipated expense was explic­ 
itly mentioned by Dana Smith in 
his original letter of solicitation, 
because there were as many as 
20,000 political campaign workers 
to whom these cards were to be 
sent. 
Had this letter been published at 
the very outset of the controversy, 
there might have been much less 
furor. 
7 — Sen. Nixon has not been in 
Havana during the last ten years, 
though it was widely published that 
he had accompanied Dana Smith 
last April when the latter was in 
Cuba. Nor was Sen. Nixon in Mi­ 
ami with Dana Smith either last 
year or any other year, though 
this, too, 
was widely published 
with the inference that Nixon had 
been given a paid vacation. 
8 — Untrue reports were pub­ 
lished about the alleged wealth of 
Sen. 
Nixon’s 
parents 
and 
h i s 
brother. The total net worth of his 
parents after 50 years of toil is 
estimated today as not in excess of 
$25,000. 
The upshot of it all is that Sen. 
Nixon’s recoils are clean and the 
statements he made over the tel­ 
evision are IOO per cent accurate.

of top importance, but which plays a big part 
rn the lives of the American people, millions of 
whom have been getting the thumb-in-eyc treat­ 
ment from that department. Americans are a 
race of letter writers. They like to write and 
get answers. To the sick and lonely, good 
postal service can mean much The love let­ 
ters should get through while the lovers are 
still young This “please rem it’’ note has its 
place in our economic life 
“Wish you were 
here" message has made many a heart throb 
faster Everybody knows the joy that copies to 
a mother in a letter from her boy in Korea. 
You are beginning in the department that has 
minimized all these things and almost stamps 
“Unimportant. Don’t rush” on the IT. S mail. 


THE POST OFFICE Department at Washing­ 
ton has cut down the visit of the letter earner, 
reduced mail bag collections, closed Post Of­ 
fice windows and fLxxled the post offices of the 
country with regulations blitzing the traditional 
service. A top example is the regulation in 
which special delivery, now costing twice what 
it used to cost, requires no signature from the 
recipient. This wipes out every chance of trac­ 
ing a letter delivered to the wrong person, mis­ 
handled, delayed or completely lost. All through 
the history of our mail service this signature 
was regarded as essential, It was abolished a 
few years ago on the phony excuse of saving 
time—the 30 seconds necessary to write a sig­ 
nature! Today, it is not unusual for a special 
delivery letter to reach its destination a day 
later than one mailed at the same time with a 
3-cent stamp To fix responsibility for a lost 
one has become almost impossible.

When he was 19. he went to Cin­ 
cinnati. where he worked until 1888. 
when he came to East Liverpool 
to publish the Columbiana County 
Zeitung, a German-language news­ 
paper which was started by the 
late Jere H. Simms. 
Betz was editor, advertising so- 
j licitor, type-setter, pressman, proof 
reader, circulation manager and 
business head of the weekly. 
It was published in the basement 
quarters of the old Potters National 
Bank building at E. Fourth St. and 
Broadway until 1895, when it sus­ 
pended. The paper’s circulation 
never exceeded 500, 
With William and Ernest Orr. 
Betz then organized a job printing 
firm which began business on sec­ 
ond floor quarters above the Wood­ 
bine Laundry on W\ Fourth St. 
The Orrs retired from the busi-| 
ness in 1900 when Betz became 
the sole owner under the name of 
the Joseph Betz Printing Co. 
Betz later acquired the old Brunt 
Auditorium site on Market St. I 
where he ejected a two-story busi­ 
ness and apartment building in 
which the business was continued 
until about seven years ago. 
Betz was one of the organizers 
I of the East Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerce, which was formed in 
1916. He was president from 1919

2 Ohioans Indicted 
For Taking U.S. Corn 
DAYTON, O. (J)—Carl D. Forney. 
Dayton feed store operator, and 
Ralph T. Oliver, of Palestine, O., 
former Forney employe, were in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
Monday on charges of converting 
for their own use 3,172 bushels of 
corn owned by the government. 
The indictment said they used 
the com, owned by the Commodity 
Credit Corp., from Sept. I, 1950, 
to Feb. 26, 1952. The pair also is 
charged with making false state­ 
ments that 4.465 bushels of corn 
were stored at Palestine. The in­ 
dictment stated Forney and Oliver 
had ground some of it into feed. 
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
